DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails to teach 
the use of alignment marks as information carriers to the extent taught by applicant. Further, the 
use of information carrying indicia on the peripheral end face of a fiber or fiber/mask 
combination is not taught. Alignment systems utilizing peripheral end and peripheral side 
indicia are also not taught. 

2. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Conclusion 

3 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Patents to Hibbs-Brenner et al. (US 6,069,991) and Abramov (US 5,259,059) teach 
peripheral end alignment markings. Patent to Tonucci et al. (US 5,264,722) teaches the use of a 
multiplicity of cores arranged to form a matrix that represents information about the array and 
also teaches peripheral end etching of the cores. Tonucci fails to teach that the core etchings can 
contain additional information about the matrix.
